Birth  Rate. 

The  birth  rate  in  Cornwall  for  1938  was  13.13,  a slight  increase  on  that  of  the  previous 
year  (12.92)  which  was  the  lowest  on  record.  These  rates  should  be  compared  with  the  year 
1892,  which  was  27.3.  For  England  and  Wales  the  rate  for  the  period  1871 — 1880  was  35.4. 
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Population. 

The  population  enumerated  at  the  Census  of  1921  (June)  was  318,956  (including  an 
unknown  number  of  visitors),  and  at  the  Census  of  1931  (April)  was  316,228,  from  which  3,708 
must  be  deducted,  the  correction  for  visitors,  giving  a real  population  of  312,520,  excluding 
the  Scilly  Isles.

It  will  be  seen  that  the  maximum  population  was  in  the  year  1861,  and  the  population 
has  been  falling  since,  with  the  exception  of  the  intercensal  period  1901 — 1 1. 

During  the  intercensal  period  of  1921-31  there  was  a natural  increase  (i.e.,  excess  of 
births  over  deaths)  of  2.2%  and  a loss  by  migration  of  3.1%,  so  that  there  was  a net  loss  of 

0.9%.

The  excess  of  females  was  20,270,  a proportion  of  1.136  females  per  thousand  males. 

For  males  there  is  a decrease  for  the  ages  0 — 19  and  an  increase  for  ages  20  and  over, 
and  for  females  there  is  a decrease  for  ages  0 — 39  and  an  increase  for  ages  40  and  over. 


Density.  For  the  County  as  a whole  the  density  in  1931  was  0.4  persons  per  acre;  in  the 
Urban  districts  2.4,  and  the  Rural  districts  0.2.  In  the  East  Ward  of  Penzance  the  density  was 
41.8  and  in  some  of  the  Wards  of  Falmouth  the  density  was  30. 


Infant  Mortality. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  was  50.16  per  1,000  live  births  as  compared  with  53.0  for 
England  and  Wales.  Of  the  203  infant  deaths,  131  were  due  to  congenital  debility,  premature 
birth,  malformations,  etc.

The  crude  death  rate  (13.95)  is  higher  than  that  for  England  and  Wales,  as  Cornwall 
contains  a higher  percentage  of  old  people,  owing  to  the  low  birth  rate  and  to  the  migration 
of  young  adults. 


Natural  Increase  or  Decrease. 

There  were  255  more  deaths  than  births,  a natural  decrease  rate  of  0.83  per  1,000  of  the 
population.  The  natural  increase  in  England  and  Wales  is  3.5  per  1,000  of  the  population;  in 
the  year  immediately  preceding  the  war  it  was  10  per  1,000,  and  in  the  period  1876-1880,  when 
the  birth  rate  was  at  its  maximum,  it  was  14.5  per  1,000  of  the  population.

In  addition  to  the  above,  there  are  also  ambulances  at  Bude,  Newquay  and  Torpoint. 

These  ambulances  are  not  available  for  ordinary  infectious  disease,  but  are  used  in 
connection  with  the  Council’s  Public  Health  Services.  Ambulances  for  ordinary 
infectious  disease  are  provided  by  the  District  Councils  in  connection  with  the  Isola- 
tion Hospitals.  The  County  Council  make  a grant  of  £10  per  ambulance  to  the  Cornwall 
Voluntary  Aid  Organisation,  to  be  devoted  solely  to  expenses  in  connection  with  road 
accidents. 
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The  administration  of  the  institutional  medical  services  transferred  from  the  late 
Boards  of  Guardians  under  the  provisions  of  the  Local  Government  Act,  1929.  Development 
has  continued  on  the  same  lines  as  reported  in  previous  Reports.  There  are  9 Public  Assist- 
ance Institutions,  all  of  which  are  mixed  Institutions  including  an  Infirmary  for  the  sick  and 
the  House  part  of  the  Institution.  (|See  Table  at  end  of  Report) 

Poor  Law  Medical  Out  Relief.  Arrangements  have  been  made  whereby  all  medical 
relief  districts  in  the  County  will  eventually,  if  there  are  medical  practitioners  residing  or 
practising  in  such  districts  who  are  willing  to  contract  with  the  County  Council,  be  served  by 
medical  practitioners  contracting  with  the  County  Council  under  the  terms  of  the  Scheme. 

The  County  Council  will  contract  with  any  medical  practitioner,  who  is  duly  qualified 
and  willing  to  serve  on  a panel  of  medical  practitioners  residing  or  practising  in  any  medical 
relief  district,  for  the  provision  of  relief  in  a medical  relief  district  to  which  the  Scheme  applies. 

Poor  persons  granted  medical  relief  will  be  able  to  select  from  the  panel  of  medical 
practitioners  for  the  medical  relief  district  in  which  they  reside,  the  medical  practitioner  they 
desire  to  attend  them. 

The  Scheme  came  into  operation  on  1st  July,  1934.  There  are  72  Medical  Relief 
Districts,  48  having  District  Medical  Officers,  and  24  in  which  there  is  a panel  of  medical 
practitioners. 

Persons  in  receipt  of  Relief  in  March,  1939,  were  4,700  as  compared  with  4,676  in 
March,  1938. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

County  Councils  are  not  Sanitary  Authorities  for  such  purposes  as  water  supply,  sewer- 
age, and  the  arrangements  for  dealing  with  infectious  disease,  but  under  the  Local  Government 
Act,  1929,  County  Councils  may  make  grants  to  District  Councils  in  aid  of  schemes  for  water 
supply  and  sewerage.  Grants  have  been  made  by  the  County  Council  in  aid  of  water  supplies 
for  rural  areas. 

If  it  is  desired  to  attract  a considerable  number  of  visitors  to  Cornwall  it  will  be 
necessary  to  provide  a sufficient  water  supply  and  satisfactory  sewerage  arrangements.  When 
the  boundaries  of  the  districts  were  revised  recently  it  was  hoped  that  the  remaining  districts 
would  be  sufficiently  large  to  enable  them  to  undertake  all  necessary  provision. 

Water  supplies,  sufficient  during  the  greater  part  of  the  year,  may  be  insufficient  for 
visitors  in  the  holiday  months. 

There  has  been  considerable  delay  with  the  provision  of  new  beds  in  Isolation  Hospitals. 


Wafer.  Rural  Water  Supply.  This  question  has  not  been  such  an  urgent  one  here  as 
in  some  Counties,  but  a scheme  for  assisting  Rural  Councils  in  improving  the  water  supply  has 
been  approved  by  the  Council. 

The  Rural  Water  Supplies  Act,  1934,  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  the 
sum  of  £1,000,000  to  assist  the  provision  or  improvement  of  Schemes  of  water  supply  in  rural 
districts  in  England  and  Wales.  The  County  Council  under  section  57  of  the  Local  Government 
Act,  1929,  have  power  to  contribute  towards  the  cost  of  water  Schemes. 

The  County  Council  have  drawn  up  a Scheme  under  which  grants  may  be  made  to  Rural 
District  Councils,  provided  such  Schemes  are  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  are 
eligible  for  a grant  from  the  Minister  under  the  1934  Act.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Milk  (Special  Designations)  Orders,  1936  and  1938.  These  Orders  provide  that  no 
person  may  use  a “ special  designation  ” for  any  milk  unless  there  is  in  force  a milk  licence 
authorising  the  use  of  that  designation  in  connection  with  that  milk,  nor  may  any  description 
be  used  in  regard  to  the  sale  of  milk  which  is  calculated  falsely  to  suggest  that  the  cows  are 
free  from  tuberculosis  or  that  the  milk  has  been  graded  or  tested  by  any  competent  person. 


The  County  Council  is  responsible  for  the 
Tuberculin  Tested  milk  and  Accredited  milk.

Milk  Supplied  to  Schools.  Under  the  Milk  Marketing  Board’s  Scheme  children  may 
obtain  milk  for  J>d.  for  a third  of  a pint,  subsidies  being  paid  direct  to  the  producers.  At 
the  end  of  the  year  16,094  elementary  and  1,071  Secondary  School  children  were  receiving  milk 
in  School.  Of  the  former  number,  3,337  were  receiving  milk  free  of  charge.  Approximately 
38%  of  children  in  average  attendance  were  receiving  milk.  The  milk  supply  in  the  Schools 
is  usually  accredited  milk  or  of  that  standard,  and  some  is  Tuberculin  Tested. 


Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

The  County  of  Cornwall  Act  1929,  S.68,  when  adopted  by  a District  Council  provides 
for  the  registration  of  manufacturers,  vendors,  merchants,  dealers,  and  premises  for  the  manu- 
facture or  storage  or  sale  of  ice-cream.  The  majority  of  the  District  Councils  have  adopted  this 
Section  of  the  Act. 

S.69  is  in  operation  without  adoption  and  provides  for  the  notification  of  infectious 
disease  and  for  dealing  with  infected  ice-cream.  It  also  provides  for  the  inspection  of 
materials,  commodities  or  articles  of  food  on  such  premises.

Diphtheria.  60  notifications  were  in  urban  districts  and  41  in  rural  districts,  a total  of 
101  cases.  The  distribution  is  shown  in  the  table  at  the  end  of  the  Report.  Last  year  there 
were  134  notifications.  There  were  9 deaths,  a fatality  of  8.9%.  Before  the  introduction  of 
anti-toxin,  the  fatality  was  30%. 

It  is  now  possible  by  suitable  injections  to  render  a child  immune  to  Diphtheria.  This 
is  very  important  for  those  thus  rendered  immune,  but  the  numbers  so  treated  are  too  small 
to  affect  the  statistics.  In  a few  districts  offers  have  been  made  by  the  District  Council  and  the 
Medical  Officers  of  Health  to  immunise  children  against  Diphtheria,  but  it  is  too  early  to 
state  whether  the  offer  is  likely  to  be  accepted  to  any  appreciable  extent.  In  1938  schemes 
were  in  operation  in  St.  Ives  Borough  and  Launceston  Urban  and  Rural  Districts,  and  some 
hundreds  of  children  have  been  immunised. 

Scarlet  Fever.  199  cases  were  notified  in  the  urban  districts  and  111  in  the  rural 
districts,  a total  of  310.  It  is  doubtful  whether  this  represents  half  of  the  cases,  which  are  often 
so  mild  that  no  notice  is  taken  of  the  disease.  Isolation  is  impossible  where  there  are  many 
cases.  There  were  3 deaths,  a fatality  of  0.97%  of  the  notifications.  This  is  a very  mild 
disease  now,  very  different  from  epidemics  some  years  ago,  when  the  fatality  has  been  30%. 

Enteric  Fever.  There  were  6 notifications  in  urban  districts  and  4 in  rural  districts, 
a total  of  10  cases.  There  were  no  deaths.  Most  of  the  cases  are  single  cases  and  no 
evidence  is  found  as  to  the  cause  of  the  infection. 

Of  the  non-notifiable  diseases  there  were  6 deaths  from  Measles  and  12  deaths  from 
Whooping  Cough.  The  provision  of  isolation  hospital  accommodation  for  these  diseases  has 
long  been  recognised  as  necessary ; it  is  noteworthy  that  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough 
together  caused  six  times  as  many  deaths  as  Scarlet  Fever. 

Cancer.  There  were  635  deaths  from  Cancer,  a rate  of  147.6  per  thousand  deaths 
from  all  causes  in  Cornwall.  In  1937  there  were  596  deaths. 

Cornwall  has  a comparatively  large  number  of  persons  of  the  Cancer  age  so  that  a 
higher  death  rate  in  Cornwall  would  be  expected  than  in  England  and  W'ales. 

The  following  report  on  Cancer  was  made  by  Dr.  E.  M.  Clarke,  County  Medical 
Officer,  in  December,  1938: — 

As  Cancer  is  not  a notifiable  disease  enquiries  have  been  made  from  the  medical 
practitioners  in  the  County  as  to  the  number  of  cases  under  their  care.  Letters  were  sent  to 
167  medical  practitioners,  and  147  have  replied  up  to  the  present.  The  number  of  cases 
reported  is  347.  If  the  20  outstanding  returns  are  similar,  the  estimated  number  would  be  394. 
This  is  an  under-estimate  because  some  cases  obtain  advice  and  treatment  outside  the  County 
without  consulting  a local  medical  practitioner.  Twenty  medical  practitioners  reported  no 


cases. 
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In  1937  there  were  596  deaths  from  Cancer  in  Cornwall,  giving  a death  rate  of  1.9  per 
thousand  of  the  population  as  compared  with  1 .6  for  England  and  Wales,  the  excess  being 
due  to  the  larger  proportion  of  old  persons  in  the  County. 


Enquiries  were  also  made  as  to  the  duration  of  the  disease  in  each  case,  whether 
suitable  for  operation,  X-ray  treatment,  or  Radium  treatment,  and  whether  there  was  any 
difficulty  in  obtaining  the  necessary  treatment. 


Operative  treatment  is  undertaken  at  the  various  Hospitals,  and  X-ray  and  Radium 
treatment  is  provided  at  the  Prince  of  Wales’s  Hospital,  Plymouth,  and  the  following  patients

treated  by  X-ray  Therapy  at  the  Redruth  Hospital,  January  to  October,  1938,  35  cases.  In 
1937,  40  cases,  not  included  in  the  above,  received  treatment  at  the  Hospital. 


As  regards  the  treatment  considered  suitable,  the  same  case  may  be  considered  suit- 
able for  two  or  three  forms  of  treatment.  Very  often  operative  treatment  is  followed  by 
X-ray  and/or  Radium  treatment. 


Of  the  347  cases  reported, 

170  cases  were  considered  suitable  for  operation. 

132  cases  were  considered  suitable  for  X-ray  treatment. 

100  cases  were  considered  suitable  for  Radium  treatment. 


In  most  cases  this  treatment  had  been  obtained  or  was  being  received  at  the  time 
of  the  report. 

It  is  quite  remarkable  that  almost  all  Doctors  reported  that  there  was  no  difficulty 
in  obtaining  the  necessary  treatment.  A few  drew  attention  to  the  inconvenience  and 
expense  of  going  to  Plymouth,  and  suggested  that  some  assistance  should  be  given  in  such 
cases. 

In  view  of  the  notice  given  by  the  Minister  of  Health  as  to  the  probability  of  legisla- 
tion increasing  the  facilities  for  the  treatment  of  Cancer  no  immediate  action  seems  desir- 
able.” 


TUBERCULOSIS. 

No  action  has  been  taken  under  the  Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regu- 
lations, 1925  (relating  to  persons  suffering  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  employed  in  the  milk 
trade),  or  under  Section  172  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936  (relating  to  the  compulsory 
removal  to  hospital  of  persons  suffering  from  Tuberculosis), 

Much  of  the  work  is  set  out  in  tabular  form,  and  will  be  found  at  the  end  of  the  Report. 
There  are  tuberculosis  treatment  centres  at  Penzance,  Tuckingmill,  Truro,  St.  Austell  and 
Liskeard.  There  is  a Sanatorium  at  Tehidy  with  108  beds. 
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The  Tuberculosis  Officer,  on  receipt  of  a notification,  informs  the  notifying  practi- 
tioner that  he  proposes  to  follow  up  the  notification  unless  the  practitioner  reports  that  there 
are  special  reasons  why  this  should  not  be  done.

X-ray  Apparatus.  Hie  only  apparatus  available  is  at  Tehidy.  As  it  is  often  impos- 
sible to  exclude  the  possibility  of  Tuberculosis  without  an  X-ray  examination,  it  would  be 
desirable  for  a second  X-ray  apparatus  to  be  available  for  the  Eastern  part  of  the  County. 
Sanocrysin  and  Artificial  Pneumothorax  treatment  are  available  at  Tehidy. 

Artificial  Light  Treatment.  Three  lamps  are  used  : — 

(i)  A long  flame  carbon  arc  lamp,  consuming  30  amperes.

Officers  of  Health  carry  out  the  requirements  of  Article  10  of  the  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis) 
Regulations,  1930.  Article  10(5)  is  as  follows: — 

Every  Medical  Officer  of  Health  shall  from  time  to  time,  but  not  less  frequently  than 
once  in  every  Quarter,  revise  the  register  kept  by  him  by  removing  from  the  register  :— 

(il ) The  entries  therein  relating  to  notifications  which  have  been  withdrawn  by  or  with 
the  consent  of  the  notifying  medical  practitioner  on  the  ground  that  the  original  notification 
was  incorrectly  made. 

(2)  The  entries  relating  to  persons  who  are  certified  by  the  medical  practitioner  in 
attendance  to  have  recovered,  and 

(3)  The  entries  relating  to  persons  who  to  his  knowledge  have  died,  have  ceased  to 
reside  permanently  in  the  district  or  who,  after  adequate  search,  cannot  be  found  resident  in 
the  district.

BUND  PERSONS. 

A table  will  be  found  at  the  end  of  the  Report  (Table  VII). 

Blind  children  5 — 1 6 years  of  age  are  educated  at  the  Exeter  Blind  Institution.  After 
the  age  of  16  years  suitable  blind  persons  are  trained  for  various  occupations  at  the  South 
Devon  and  Cornwall  Institution  for  the  Blind,  Plymouth. 

After  training,  a blind  person  may  become  a home  worker  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Institution,  or  in  exceptional  circumstances  may  work  in  the  Institution. 

There  are  5 Home  Teachers,  four  sighted  and  one  blind.  These  work  under  the  County 
Blind  Association  and  visit  the  homes  of  blind  persons  and  teach  Moon  and  Braille  reading, 
and  otherwise  keep  under  observation  all  blind  persons  who  wish  to  be  visited.  8,581  visits 
were  made  by  these  Home  Teachers  to  blind  persons,  and  639  lessons  given.  There  are 
64  Library  members. 

There  are  19  Home  Workers,  and  2 journeymen  in  the  Institution  at  Plymouth. 

Prevention  Of  Blindness.  The  Council  have  adopted  a system  of  voluntary  notification 
by  medical  practitioners  of  persons  threatened  with  blindness. 

There  were  837  registered  blind  persons  on  31.3.39,  336  males  and  501  females,  and 
in  addition  194  “ watching  ” cases.  108  new  cases  were  added  during  the  year,  making  an 
increase  of  31  from  the  previous  year. 

231  wireless  sets  are  on  loan  to  blind  persons  from  the  British  Wireless  Fund.  A 
total  of  764  certificates  have  been  issued  under  the  Wireless  Telegraphy  (Blind  Persons  Facili- 
ties) Act  1926,  550  being  in  operation  at  present. 
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VACCINATION. 

A Table  is  given  at  the  end  of  the  Report  (Table  VIII),  setting  out  the  work  under  the 
Vaccination  Acts,  which  is  now  undertaken  by  the  Health  Committee.  It  will  be  seen  that  for 
the  year  1937  only  590  children  out  of  3,779  were  successfully  vaccinated,  i.e.,  15.61%.  Statu- 
tory Declarations  of  Conscientious  Objection  were  received  for  2,691  children,  i.e.,  71.20% 
and  4 were  found  to  be  insusceptible  to  vaccination.  For  previous  years  the  corresponding 
figures  have  been  much  the  same. 


MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

Area.  The  County  Council  is  the  Supervising  Authority  under  the  Midwives  Acts  for 
the  whole  County,  but  for  other  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  work  the  2 Boroughs  of  Penzance 
and  Falmouth  are  separate  Authorities.  These  Boroughs  are  also  separate  Education  Auth- 
orities. 


Maternity  Ward.  A maternity  ward  with  seven  beds  is  maintained  by  the  Council  at  the 
West  Cornwall  Miners’  and  Women’s  Hospital,  Redruth,  under  an  agreement  with  the  govern- 
ing body  of  that  Institution.  100  cases  were  admitted  during  the  year,  as  compared  with  88  in 
the  previous  year.  There  were  12  Infant  deaths,  certified  as  premature,  11  stillbirths,  and 
4 maternal  deaths.  The  following  were  the  chief  reasons  for  admission : —

19  Caesarians  were  performed,  i.e.,  19%  of  total  admissions,  as  compared  with 
32.95%  for  the  previous  year. 

Of  the  100  cases  admitted  38  were  delivered  by  midwives  and  48  by  Doctors.  In  the 
other  cases  confinement  did  not  take  place  while  in  the  Hospital.  There  were  also  five  cases 
admitted  to  other  hospitals  in  Cornwall. 

Difficult  cases  from  the  Eastern  part  of  the  County  may  be  admitted  to  the  Prince 
of  Wales’s  Hospital,  Plymouth,  The  City  Hospital,  Plymouth,  The  Alexandra  Homes,  Devon- 
port,  and  the  Royal  Devon  and  Exeter  Hospital,  Exeter.  Thirty-one  cases  were  admitted  to 
these  Hospitals  during  the  year. 


Maternity  Cases.  In  the  Institutions  transferred  to  the  County  Council  under  the 
Local  Government  Act,  1929,  there  are  19  maternity  beds,  to  which  64  women  were  admitted 
during  the  year,  53  being  delivered  by  midwives  and  9 by  Doctors,  the  remainder  being 
delivered  before  admission. 


Children’s  beds  in  these  Institutions  are  used  as  required,  but  there  is  not  always  a 
special  V^ard  reserved  for  children  only.  19  beds  are  so  reserved,  and  27  children  were 
admitted  to  these  beds  during  the  year. 


Rosemundy  Home,  19  beds,  for  unmarried  girls,  is  maintained  by  the  Cornwall  Pre- 
ventive and  Rescue  Association.  The  girls  are  usually  retained  for  one  year.

Ante-natal  Examinations.  The  Council  have  a scheme  under  which  a midwife  may 
arrange  with  a medical  practitioner  for  an  ante-natal  examination  of  her  patients,  and  1,155 
such  primary  examinations  were  made  during  1938.  In  1937  there  were  914  examinations,  and 
the  previous  year  815.  Arrangements  are  now  made  for  two  ante-natal  and  one  post-natal 
examinations . 

Consultants.  A second  opinion  was  obtained  by  medical  practitioners  for  45  patients 
under  the  Council’s  scheme. 


The  Midwives  Act,  1936.  This  act  came  into  operation  in  1937  and  arrangements 
have  been  made  with  the  County  Nursing  Association  for  this  work.  Under  this  Act  the 
County  Council  became  responsible  for  seeing  that  sufficient  Midwives  are  available  for  the 
County.  With  the  exceptions  of  St.  Ives,  where  there  is  a separate  Nursing  Association,  and 
North  Tamerton  which  is  included  in  a Devon  Nursing  Association,  the  whole  County  is 
covered  by  Associations  affiliated  to  the  County  Nursing  Association.

Child  Life  Protection.  84  persons  receiving  children  for  reward  were  on  the  Register 
at  the  end  of  the  year,  and  125  such  children  were  registered. 

Squint.  Arrangements  are  made  for  the  examination  of  children  under  school  age 
with  Squint,  and  for  the  provision  of  glasses  in  necessitous  cases.  35  children  under  school 
age  were  so  examined  during  the  year,  and  glasses  provided  free  in  6 cases.

Still  Births.  Of  the  41  cases  notified  15  were  cases  where  a doctor  had  been  called  in 
during  labour,  7 were  B.B.A.,  2 were  emergency  cases  and  17  in  which  the  midwife  was  acting 
alone.  Of  the  41  cases  21  were  macerated,  19  were  premature. 

Maternal  Deaths.  Of  the  3 maternal  deaths  in  which  the  midwife  was  acting  as  mid- 
wife, Medical  Help  was  sought  at  labour  and  during  the  puerperium  in  each  case  ; one  of  the 
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cases  was  an  emergency  case.  All  the  deaths  occurred  at  home  ; the  causes  of  death  being 
certified  as  under  : — 

(1)  Secondary  Post-Partum  Haemorrhage. 

(2)  Septic  Peritonitis. 

(3)  Pulmonary  Embolism. 

There  were  also  8 maternal  deaths  in  which  the  midwife  was  acting  as  maternity 
nurse  ; of  these  3 were  domiciliary  cases  and  3 were  cases  in  institutions. 

Liability  to  be  a Source  of  Infection. 

Of  the  65  notifications  received  : — 

36  were  for  rise  of  temperature  during  the  puerperium. 

21  were  for  infants  with  discharging  eyes. 

8 were  for  general  illnesses  other  than  maternity. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia  and  Fever. 

33  cases  were  notified;  Puerperal  Fever  6 and  Puerperal  Pyrexia  27.  In  19  cases  the 
Midwife  was  acting  as  Maternity  Nurse  ; in  4 cases  the  Midwife  called  in  Medical  Help  at 
labour,  in  6 cases  during  the  puerperium,  in  3 cases  at  labour  and  during  the  puerperium,  and 
in  1 case  during  the  ante-natal  period  and  at  labour. 

10  cases  were  nursed  in  hospitals  and  Nursing  Homes,  and  23  were  nursed  at  home; 
30  made  a good  recovery,  and  3 died,  1 at  home  and  2 in  hospital. 


Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

16  cases  were  notified;  of  these  12  were  treated  at  home,  and  4 were  transferred 
to  hospital.  All  cases  cleared  up  with  no  apparent  impairment  of  vision. 

Emergency  Nurses. 

In  addition  to  nursing  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  and  Pyrexia,  and  treating  cases  of 
Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  the  Emergency  Nurses  have  attended  133  maternity  cases. 

Ante-Natal  Care. 

The  Midwives  working  under  the  Cornwall  County  Nursing  Association  have  paid 
20,041  visits  to  expectant  mothers  in  their  own  homes.

The  chief  rainfall  characteristic  of  the  year  was  three  consecutive  dry  months — Feb. 
— April,  March  being  the  driest  March  during  the  whole  record,  and  April  being  practically 
rainless.  During  this  period  there  was  an  “ absolute  drought  ” of  30  days,  and  a “ partial 
drought  ” 47  days. 

The  Temperature  had  remarkable  features  ; both  March  and  November  being  warmer 
than  any  month  of  those  names  during  the  record  (marked  (M)  above).  Only  four  of  the 
months  were  below  the  average;  the  maximum  in  July  having  only  reached  70  deg.  (70.9  on 
31)  once  in  the  month.  The  highest  temperature  of  the  year  was  73.4  on  1st  August,  and  the 
lowest  20.4  on  20th  December,  which  is  the  lowest  December  temperature  during  the  record.
